Sir, 

I have the honour to submit to you the Annual Report on the 
Reformatory and Industrial Schools for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31st, 1917. 

Having been appointed Inspector in October, 1917, my review 
the work of the Schools must ' necessarily be brief and of a - very 
general character. 

In March, 1917, the boys of the Meath Industrial School, 
Blackrock, were transferred to the Balmoral Industrial School, 
Belfast, as the former School was taken over by the Military 
Authorities to be used as an Hospital. 

The Manager of Merrion Industrial School, Co. Dublin, resigned, 
15 certificates in May, 1917, and the number of girls for which 
the Lakelands Industrial School, Sandymount, was certified was" 
increased by 15. 

The War and the Schools. 

In the summary of particulars supplied in the Annual Report . 
for 1916, and the two preceding years, my predecessor Dr.. Edgar 
Flinn clearly- demonstrated the splendid record of boys from 
Reformatory and Industrial Schools serving in H. M. Forees' on 
sea and land.

As the figures speak for themselves, the total number serving 
from the beginning of the war to 1st June, 1917, being 3,860, I 
merely propose to add to the list given last year the number of 
boys who have joined since 1st June, 1917.

Of the youthful offenders committed last year 84-37 per cent, 
of the boys and 85-71 per cent, of the girls were illiterate, or 
could only read and write imperfectly. 

Of the 46 boys between 12 and 14 years of age committed, 16 
had not been previously convicted, 12 were convicted once, 13 
twice, 3 three times, 1 four times, and 1 eight times. 

Of the 82 boys between 14 and 16 years of age committed, 46 
had not been previously convicted, 15 were convicted once, 14 
twice, 5 three times, and 2 four times. 

Of the 7 girls between 14 and 16 years of age committed, 4 
had not been previously convicted, 2 were convicted once, and l 
twice 
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Discharges from Reformatory Schools. 

The discharges from Reformatory Schools in 1917 numbered 
180, viz., 161 boys and 19 girls, being an increase of 10 boys 
and a decrease of 1 girl as compared with 1916.

Last year 128 boys and 19 girls were discharged on expiry of 
sentence, 7 boys were discharged absolutely and 3 conditionally 
by order of the Chief Secretary, 3 boys were discharged on ap- 
peal to a higher court, and 17 boys were discharged before 
expiry of sentence under section 70 of the Children Act, 1908. 

The boys discharged from Reformatory Schools in 1917 who 
got employment (including one of the boys who returned to 
friends) were distributed as follows as regards occupations : — 
Army, 20 ; Navy, 10 ; Fishermen, 2 ; Bakers, 3 ; Carpenters, 6 ; 
Carters, 9 ; Dairyman, 1 ; Farm Labourers, 17 ; Gardeners, 3 ; 
Mechanics, 2 ; Factory and Mill Hands, 4 ; Harness Makers, 3 ; 
Shoemakers, 7 ; Tailors, 6 ; Printer, 1 ; Painter, 1 ; Shop Assis- 
tant, 1 ; Packers, 6 ; Ostlers, 2 ; Messengers, 16 ; Builders’ 
Labourers, 5 ; Dock Labourers, 3 ; Factory Labourers, 10 : 
General Labourers, 4 ; Shipyard Labourers, 4 ; Mechanics’ La- 
bourer, 1. 

The girls discharged in 1917 who got employment were dis- 
tributed as follows as regards occupations : — Housemaids, 2 ; 
Parlourmaids, 2 ; Nurse Maids, 3 ; Kitchen Maid, 1 ; Factory and 
Mill Hands, 3 ; Dairy Maids, 2 ; S.ewing Maid, 1. 

The results of Reformatory Schools as regards the number in 
regular employment, convicted, and unknown at the end of - 
1917, of those discharged during the years 1914, 1915, and 1916 
were as follows : — 

The total number discharged during those three years, omitting 
deaths, transfers, and illegal committals, was 493, viz., boys, 
441 ; girls, 52.

378 or about 93-3 per cent, were reported to be in 
regular employment. 

3 or about ■ 74 per cent, were reported to be in casual 
employment. 

16 or about 3-95 per cent, were reconvicted. 

8 or about 1 • 97 per cent, were unknown. 

Of the 52 girls one had since died leaving 51 to be reported 
upon. Of these— 

50 or 98-04 per cent, were reported to be in regular 
employment. 

1 or about 1-96 per cent, was unknown. 

The percentage of boys in regular employment is very 
nearly the same as that of the previous year. The percentage 
of girls in regular employment shows a slight increase. There is 
a decrease in the number of boys convicted of 2-12 per cent, as 
compared with 1915, and of '55 per cent, as compared with 1916. 

The increased number of deaths for the period under review 
as compared with normal times is due to the War, a number 
having fallen while on active service. 

Health. 

The health of the Inmates of the Reformatory Schools has 
been exceptionally good during the past year. The number of 
deaths for the period under review was three, of which two 
occurred in Glencree Reformatory and one in Malone Reforma- 
tory. The two deaths in Glencree were registered under the 
heading of ‘‘Diseases of Chest and Lungs” and the death in 
Malone Reformatory was registered as being caused by Pulmon- 1 
ary Tuberculosis. No case of infections disease occurred during 
the year in the Schools referred to. 

Literary Trailing. 

The literary education of the Inmates of these Schools continues 
to show improvement. Drawing and Manual Instruction are 
taught in all the hoys’ schools thereby inculcating the valuable 
habits of precision and observation. 

Industrial Training. 

The industrial training in both the boys’ and girls’ Reforma- 
tories is in a very satisfactory state. In the three Reformatory 
Schools for boys the subjects of Agriculture and Horticulture are 
receiving close and constant attention from the Managers, 
while the several trades, including shoemaking, tailoring, 
carpentry, harness-making, and smith- work are being taught in 
a thoroughly practical manner. In present circumstances the 
training classes in the girls’ Reformatories have been limited in 
materials required, but there have been very careful measures 
taken to make the training practical.

Of the children who were 8 years of age and over on admission 
39'42 per cent, of the boya and 29’ 14 per cent, of the girls were 
illiterate ; and 41' 74 per cent, of the hoys, and 49-37 per cent, 
of the girls could only read and write imperfectly. Only 18'84 
per cent, of the boys and 21-57 per cent, of the girls showed a 
moderate proficiency in reading and writing or could read and 
write well, &c. 


Discharges from Industrial Schools. 

The total number discharged from Industrial Schools (including 
children who had been retained after expiry of sentence but ex- 
cluding transfers to other Industrial Schools) during the year 
1917, was 1,162 ; boys, 599 ; girls, 563 ; showing a decrease of 8 
boys and of 29 girls as compared with the previous year.

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Last year 522 boys and 501 girls were discharged on expiry of 
term of detention, 23 boys and 30 girls were discharged abso- 
lutely by order of the Chief Secretary, 11 boys and 2 girls were 
discharged before expiry of sentence under Section 70 of the 
Children Act, 1908, 1 boy was transferred and 7 boys committed 
to Reformatory Schools, and 1 girl was removed to a Reforma- 
tory in Great Britain.

The girls discharged from Industrial Schools in 1917, who got 
employment were distributed as follows as regards occupations 
Housemaids, 58; Cooks, 25; Parlour Maids, 11; Nurse Maids, 
41 ; Kitchen Maids, 10 ; General Servants, 169; Laundry Maids, 
36 ; Dairy Maids, 2 ; Teachers, 4 ; Monitress, 1 ; Clerks, 3 ; 
Dressmakers. 14 ; Shop Assistants, 9 ; Factory and Mill Hands, 11 ; 
Sewing Maids and Seamstresses, 18 ; Machinists, 5 ; Between 
Maids 2 ; Poultry Maid, 1 ; Nursery Governess, 1 ; Hospital 
Wards Maid, 1. 

The results of Industrial Schools for the three years 1914, 
1915, and 1916, as collected at the end of 1917, were as 
follows ; — 

The number placed out in these three years, omitting transfers, 
committals to Reformatories, and illegal committals, was 3,324, 
viz., 1,691 boys and 1,633 girls. 

Of these 106 had died, viz., 53 boys and 53 girls, leaving 1,638 
boys and 1,580 girls to be reported on. 

Of the 1,63? boys — 

1,475 or about 90 per cent, were reported to be in 
regular employment. 

64 or about 3-9 per cent, were reported to be in 
casual employment or not employed. 

28 or about 1 • 7 per cent, had been convicted. 

71 or about 4' 3 per cent, were reported to be 
unknown. 
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Of the 1,580 girls— 

1,513 or about 95-75 per cent, were reported to be in 
regular employment. 

4f> or about 2-91 per cent, were reported to be in 
casual employment or not employed. 

21 or about 1 • 33 per cent, were reported to be un- 
known. 

It is satisfactory to have to record that the number of boys 
convicted remains low, and also that there were no convictions 
against girls during the period under review. 

The increased number of deaths amongst the boys is due to 
casualties while on active service. 

Health. 

There was an increase in the rate of mortality in Industrial 
Schools during the year 1917, the increase being mainly due to 
the number of deaths caused by Tuberculosis in all its forms, 
but chiefly by the pulmonary type of the disease. Seventy 
deaths occurred during the year 1917, as compared with 55 
deaths in the previous year. Of the 70 children who died during 
the year 30 were boys and 40 were girls. 

Thirty-two deaths were due to Pulmonary Tuberculosis, 12 boys 
and 20 girls, and 4 deaths of girls were registered as caused by 
General Tuberculosis. The number of deaths caused by respira- 
tory diseases such as Bronchitis, Pluerisy, and Pneumonia was 9, 
6 boys and 3 girls ; and 4 deaths, 1 boy and 3 girls, were due 
to heart disease. Tubercular Meningitis proved fatal in the case 
of 11 children, 5 boys and 6 girls. 

I regret to state that Tubercular Disease still exacts a heavy 
toll in the number of deaths occurring among the children of our 
Industrial Schools. In viewing this high death rate, it must, 
however, be remembered that very many of the children ad- 
mitted into the Schools are brought up in bad hygienic sur- 
roundings and under conditions inevitably leading to lowered 
state of vitality and an enfeebled constitution, which leave them 
easy victims of this dread disease. 

I am glad to be in a position to state that there was a. com- 
plete absence of any of the dangerous infectious diseases in the 
schools during the period under notice. There were some few 
mild outbreaks of Measles during the year and isolated cases of 
Scarlatina and Whooping Cough were reported. The almost 
complete disappearance of cases of Granular Ophthalmia and the 
commoner forms of skin diseases, having regard to the class of 
children committed to the Industrial Schools, is a splendid testi- 
mony of careful supervision combined with other essentials such 
as the provision of good food and clothing, well lighted and 
venl Hated dormitories, open air exercises, personal hygiene. 

Notwithstanding the increasing difficulty in obtaining food 
s u s owing to high prices and other factors arising from and 
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consequent upon war conditions, I am pleased to state that the 
articles of food comprising the scale diets in the Schools, which 
I Pave already inspected, are in no way restricted, and though 
not necessarily expensive the Dietaries are in every respect 
liberal, varied and nutritive. 

Literary Training. 

The general proficiency reached in most of the boys’ and girls’ 
schools is high. In several schools the award of “ Excellent ” 
has been assigned for most of the subjects in the school curricu- 
lum and in the majority of them satisfactory progress has been 
made. In a few schools better results should be aimed at, and 
an effort made to teach the children on true educational 
lines. As an instance of a subject not always properly taught 
I may give Arithmetic, the importance of which as a mental 
training is not sufficiently recognised. 

A closer correlation between schoolroom and workshop 
instruction is required so that the greatest benefit may be 
derived as a result of the co-operation by the teachers of the 
different branches of instruction. 

Domestic Economy Training. 

Having regard to present conditions, which entail much diffi- 
culty in the working of the schools, it can be said that consider- 
able success has been achieved. Proof of this is available in 
many reports from employers of girls, and in the reports of 
children returning to relatives. 

Cost of food and clothing materials, shortage of fuel and of 
various parts of school equipment have led to some modification 
in the courses of training, but in several instances generous help 
has been given from the private resources of the school authori- 
ties. 

While less varied and less extensive than in former years 
Cookery Classes have been carefully planned to give as much 
practical experience as available supplies permit. Laundry- 
work and Housewifery are generally creditable. Needlework is 
on the whole carefully taught with a view to make the children 
skilful, interested, and neat, but there are a few schools in which 
it will be necessary to secure improvement in this branch of 
training, since it takes an important part in the formation of 
habits of neatness, besides its economic advantages, and is 
particularly helpful in the moral development of the girls. _ 

Another matter seriously affecting the success of the Schools 
work for the girls, and in need of more general consideration 
than the defective needlework, is to have the teachers com- 
prehend for the growth of moral as well as intellectual power in 
the children, the necessity of seeing that what is learned is fully 
understood, and not merely “ read ” or memorised. There are

too many cases in which, memory alone is used, and in which, 
consequently, the thing learnt gives no help to acquire know- 
ledge of kindred subjects. 

When these defects exist they are due either to too frequent 
change of teachers, or to the employment of teachers without 
sufficient ability or without a full understanding of the inter- 
relation of manual, mental and moral development. 

Parental Contributions. 

The total amount collected in 1916 was £2,985 15s. 6 d., of which 
£705 12.s. Id. was for Reformatory, and £2,280 3a. 5 d. (including 
£30 8s. 0 d. sent direct to the office) was for Industrial School 
cases. 

The amount collected last year shows a decrease of £33 is, 
5 d., as compared with the previous year. In the Reformatory 
collection, there is an increase of £32 16,s. id., and in the Indus- 
trial School collection a decrease of £65 17s. 9 d.
